Gentlemen of the Senate : 

At the time fixed bv l»w for the commencement of ynur 
dOHsion, I hui] sutiHiied myaeir that, at the lute election in this 
Stute, I received a majority of the votes cast tor Governor. 
Actuated by this belief. 1 determined to adopt a legal and 
peaceful mode to have a fair and impartial count of the votes 
tlius cast. After consulting gentlemen wlio are recognized 
as among the ablest attorneys in tlie Stute, I was advised, 
and now believe, that tlie injunction obtained is, in every 
sense, a legal and proper remedy. The bill pruys that the 
presiding officer of the Senate be enjoined from opening and 
publisliing the vote until the General AH<<enibly shall enact 
such a law us will, under the Ounstitutiun, enable the two 
houses to try conU'sted elect'ons tor Stute oilicers; or, in 
case no such law was passed, that the court of Chancery 
take jurit«lii;tiuii and try tlie contest for tl>e office. Confi¬ 
dently believing that the injunction would be obeyed by nil 
concerned, I withheld iny annual message in order that I 
migiit state therein the reasons for n>y action. It was my 
pur|iose, after a count of the vote for those Executive offi¬ 
cers to wliicli the injunction did not ap[)ly, to send in my 
message immediately; but the Senate adjourned before T had 
an opportunity of doing so; and the Lieutenant-Governor 
elect entered n(iori a count of the vote for Governor, in dis- 
reganl of the injunction.

In obedience to a constitutional requirement, 1 submit such 
information as is deemed sufKcient to sliow the condition of 
the .State government. „ . . „ •, 

The iirestmt bomfed indebtedness of the .State is five mil¬ 
lions three hundred and eighty-two thousand eight hunilred 
dollars, ($5,3S2,S00). Upon this indebteduehs, the interest has 
been promptly paid as it matured ; and thus the integrity and 
credit of tlie State have been fully maintained. 

I herewith transmit the annual reports of the State Audi¬ 
tor and State Treasurer, which show, in detail, the receipts 
and expeiulitiircs Jor the last tiseal year. Financially speak¬ 
ing, the Slate is ui a good condition, and free from embar¬ 
rassment. , , ,, , 

It is the settled practice of tlie General Assembly, when 
an appropriation bill is passed, to embrace therein an amount 
to be applied to incidental and cuutingent expenses of the 
State government. There is a law regulating the expendi¬ 
ture of this fund, whicli efU-ctually guards the State treasury 
against its improper use. During the last fiscal year, tlie 
State was subjected to a considerable expense on acconiit of 
law-suits and other incidents that were Unforeseen at the time 
the last appropriation l)ill was passed. The ronsequenco 
was, that the amount named in the appropriation was ex¬ 
hausted before the expiration of the year. This being the 
case, it was found necessary to resort to the authority contw- 
red in “An act to provide for a temporary loan for the State, 
approved August 11. lS(i8. Under this act expenditures to 
a limited amount were made; no more, however, than were 
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absolutely essential to the public service. For all expenses 
tliuR inciirreil, regular vouchers are filer], showing the amoiiuts 
puiil, by wiiom receiver!, und for what purpose. 

I send herewith a copy of the report of the officers of the 
Alabama Insane llrMpitul at Tuskaloosa. The report is very 
full, and shows the condition and practical workings of the 
institution in all its details. Much credit is due tlie officers 
of the hospital for the efficient niatiner in wliicli it is con¬ 
ducted. Doctor P. Bryce, the able and accomplished stiper- 
intendent, has proved himself to be one of the best officers of 
his class in the country. TTiider liis superintendeiir'y, the 
Alabama Insane Hospital has been laised to a high rank 
among institutions of tlie United States for the care of insane 
persons. He is not only efficient in the ordinary manage¬ 
ment of patients in the lios[iitul; but bis re[iort shows 
that his chief care is the iiiipruvement of the men¬ 
tal etmdition of the inmates, and if possible, to re¬ 
store tlieni to reason. His success in this laudable work 
shows his familiarity with the established results of science 
und practical ex[ierime.nt8 in connection with the treatment 
of the mentally imbecile. 

The report contains many suggestions to which your 
attention is invited. 

Under the laws providing for the indorsement by the State 
of the first mortgage bunds of railroad coinpunios, iiidurse- 
nienta have been made tor the following roads : the Alabama 
and < 'liattdiiooga road ; the Selma and <l-ulf road ; the Selma, 
Marion and Memphis road; the Montgomery und Kiifaula 
road 5 tlie South and North Alabama road. By a special act 
passed at the last session of the Legi.slature, the rate of iu- 
dorsement for the last named road is twenty-two thousand 
dollars ])er mile. For all the otht'r roads the indorsement per 
mile is sixteen thousand dollars. Up to the present time 


indorsements have been made us follows : 

For tlie Alabama sikI (ffiottanooga road.250 miles. 

For the Selma, Marion and M<*inpliis road.45 “ 

For the Soutli and North Alabama road.. 95 “ 

For the Montgomery and Eutuula road.45 “ 

For the Selma and Gulf road. 30 “

The interest on all the indorsed bonds has been regularly 
paid by the several railroad companies as it fell due; und 
there is no reason to apprehend any failure to pay it promjitly 
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as it matures hereafter. The construction of the various 
roads entitled to indorsement is being prosecuted with com¬ 
mendable vigor. There is every reason to believe that they 
will prove successful enterprises and contribute greatly to tlje 
prosperity of the State. 

By an act aj)proved February 11th, 1870, it was providwl 
that bonds should be indorsed by the State for tlie Slobile 
and Montgomery railroad company to the extent of’ two 
millions five hundred thousand dollars. The law prescribes 
the manner in winch the proceeds of tliesi? bonds sliiill bo 
applied. It was required tliat, before any of the bonds were 
indorsed, all the liens on the road should be discharged, so 
that tlie State would have a first mortgage for the bonds in¬ 
dorsed. In negotiating lor the discharge of the existing liens, 
the company was antiiorizeil to pledge the proceeds of one 
million of l^nds. The indebtedness being discharged, the 
company was allowed an additional amount to be applied 
to tlie outfit, repairs and equipment of the road trom 
Montgomery to Tensiis. It is [>rovided, however, that tlio 
aggregate amount to be applied to the discharge of tli<i liens, 
and repair of the road, shall be limited to a million and a half 
of dollars. The proceeds of the reinaimiig million of bonds 
are to he applied to the extension of the road (mm Tensas to 
the city of Mobile. Bonds were to he "ivcn by the coinpnny 
for a faithful compliance with all tlie terms of the law. Good 
and sufficient bonds were execnteil. The ohi liens on the 
road have been discharged in the manner prescribed by tiie 
act; and hence the company is entitled to a million atnl a 
half of bonds, which have been regularly issued and deliv¬ 
ered. 

An act was passed at the Inst session of tlie I.a'gi8latiire, 
and approved March 3d, 1971), providing for a loan of .Stato 
bonds to tlie amount of three hundred thousand dollars to 
the Montgomery and Kufanla railroad coinjmuy. All tliere- 
qiiireineiits of the law were regularly complied witli by tho 
company, and consequently’ the bonds were duly i8sue<l. 

By an act approved February 11th, 1S70, tho State, on 
certain conditions, loaned two million of bon<ls to the Alabama 
and Cliattanooga railroad'comjiany. The act required various 
conditions of the company, all of which have been coinjdied 
with. Tliis being tlie case, the company was entitled to the 
bonds; and hence they were issi ed and delivered. 

Under tho “act to loan and appropriate the tliree per cent, 
fund and its interest,’’ approved February ISth, 1860, the 
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Selma and Gulf railroad company was entitled to a loan of 
forty thousand dollars. By an act approved December 5th, 
1861, this loan was diverted to the Alabama and Mississippi 
liivers railroad company. It is clearly shown upon the face 
of this act that the application of the forty tliousand dollars 
was fur war purposes in aid of the reliellioo. This being the 
case, the is miinifestly void, and anything dune under it to 
the prejudice of the 8elnia and Gulf railroad comjutny is of 
no edect. The last named company has recently applied fur 
the loan to which it was entitled under the original act; and 
afler a careful examination of the whole subject, I came to 
the conclusion that I had no discretion but to allow it. 

Among the documents lierewith transmitted is the regular 
annual report of tlie officers of tlie Alabama Institution fur 
the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, at Talladega. The report 
represents the institution us in a good condition. I am satis¬ 
fied that it is w'ell managed, and is successfully accomplisliing 
the objects for which it was established. To the report itself 
I refer you for suggestions as to such legislation us the ofheers 
deem necessary. 

I also submit the report of the officers of the Freedmen’s 
Hospital, near Talladega. That liospital is but a temporary 
institution, for tlie benefit of a few helfiless colored people 
who were, ill it when tlie Freedmen's Bureau wusdiscoutinued, 
and who hud been previously cared for at the expense of the 
United .States government. The law under which tlie State 
took charge of tlie hos(>itai, provides that no new patients be 
taken into it. Hence its temporary character. 

The law makes it the duty of the Governor to appoint 
three commissioners, at least once in each year, to examine 
the books, accounts and vouchers of the several executive 
offices. In compliance with this law, I roceutly appointed 
Messrs. J. P. Stow, Francis Bugbee and W. T. Hatciiett. 
These gentlemen are now engaged in the exuminutiori 
recpiired by the law, and their re|iort will be ready for trans¬ 
mission to the General Assembly in a few days. 

I herewitii transmit, as required by the constitution, a list 
of cases in which reprieves, commutations and purdons have 
been granted during the past year, together with the reasons 
therefor. 

I also transmit the regular annual ri'port of the officers of 
the Penitentiary, which shows the condition and workings ot 
that institution.

It ia with pleasure I avail myself of the privilege vested 
Jn me by the Constitution of the State, to communicate with 
the Legislative Department of tlie Government. Although 
on the very threshold of your high and important duties you 
have encountered u remarkable and anomalous condition of 
ublic aftiiira, I cherish the pleasing hope that pn?»ent em- 
nrrassing circumstances will soon yield to the combined 
spirit of patriotism and of reason. It is to be deeply regret¬ 
ted that the high character Alabama obtained among her 
sister Stattuj, by the peace, order and tranquillity which char¬ 
acterized our recent general election, should be impaired by 
the untoward events of the past few days; but I fondly trust 
that by your wisdom and prudence the malignant influences 
of a few misguided men will be speedily and eflectiiully 
counteracted. In all you may do to secure a nault so di'sira- 
ble, you will receive my earnest and diligent co-operation. 
Coming recently from yunr homes and constituencies, it is 
scarcely necessary for me to remind you of the depre«.sion 
which pervades the business and industries of tljc country. 
A benigiiaut Providence has, it is true, blessed the lan<1 with 
genial si'asuns, and rewarded the labors of the husbitiidmiin 
with a bountiful harvest; yet the unfortunate, sanguinary 
war, now exhausting the resource's of two great Euro{)euti 
nations, bus had a disastrous effect upon American commerce, 
especially upon the prices of the chief and most valuable 
product of our fields. It, therefore, behooves the Govern¬ 
ment to relieve the tax-payers of the State to tfie ulmost 
extent possible and expedient.

MESSAGE. 

STATE OF ALABAMA, 'i 

Execitive Department, > 

Montgomery, January 24, 1871. ) 
Gentlemen of the Senate ami 

Home of hqtresentatives: 

SOCIAL CONDITION OF TUB STATE. 

In greeting your return to a resumption of your Legisla¬ 
tive duties, it uU'ords me tlie liighest gratibcatiun in being 
permitted to congratulate you, and tliroiigh you the various 
constituencies you represent, upon the general good order and 
social trum|uillity which prevail tliroughout our State; 
thuogh occasional aggravated infractions of the law have in¬ 
terrupted the p«‘ace of communities, the perpetrators of 
whieli must, and shall be brought to punishment; yet it is 
pleasing to observe the increasing solicitude and determiiiu* 
tiori, on th« jnirt of the ]k'o[iIu, to promote morality, and to 
nuiintaiii tlie supremacy of the laws. This is the more cheer¬ 
ing and encouraging, for however severe a law may be in its 
provisions, however stern and indexible the judge may be in 
its adininistration, or the officer in its execution, its power at 
last, is in a great degree dependent upon the homage and obe¬ 
dience yieloed to it by the masses of the people. 

To secure this obedience, it behooves the law-giver to con¬ 
sider well the necessity which demands the statute, and con- 
tine its exactions within the measure of that necessity. 
When this maxim is strictly observed, criminal legislation 
rarely fails to command pojiulur approval and obedience. 
On the other hand, when influences, such as personal aggrand¬ 
izement, or political or partisan ambition control the spirit 
of legislation, laws become a curse rather than a blessing; a 
source of discord rather than a fountain of peace; instru¬ 
ments of oppression and wrong instead of guarantees of lib¬ 
erty and justice. 
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Cherishing the highest confidence in yotir wisdom, gentle¬ 
men, and in your patriotism and fidelity to the liberties of the 
people of Alabama, I am satisfied that your solemn and re¬ 
sponsible duties will be discharged with the single and sacred 
aim of guarding the constitutional rights of every citizen, 
regardless of his race, his station in life, or of his political 
creed ; and in all your proceedings I hope and expect to co¬ 
operate with harmony and energy. Entrustwl by the con¬ 
stitution with the Executive Department of’ the State, 1 shall 
endeavor, vigilantly and earnestly, to defend and protect its 
peace ; in every section, rebuke lawlessness, in whatever 
form it may arise, and use all the forces justified by the con¬ 
stitution ami the laws, to repress violence and crime from 
whatever motive it may spring; and shall, whenever author¬ 
ized, held to a prom^it and strict accountability, all olli.jors 
guilty of neglect or mefticiency in the performance of tlieir 
duty. 

While the social and political condition of the State is 
thus happy and promising, it is deeply to be regretted that a 
few selfish, restless, and aspiring men, animated by motives 
of revenge, or the promptings of a wicked ambition, are la¬ 
boring with a zeal commensurate with their unworthy pur¬ 
pose, not only to asperse the character and impair the I’air 
fame of Alabama, but also to disturb her present felicitous 
and harmonious relations with the Federal authorities. The 
time, T sincerely hope, has arrived when disappointed politi- 
cians will find themselvos impotent, by their ciinninc and 
malice, to overthrow the peace and progress of a State. 

MATERIAL INTERESTS.

RAILROAD ENTKEPRISES AND STATE AID. 


The various and irnportnnt railroad enterprises, now pro¬ 
gressing, some of them rapidly towiinls completion, are open¬ 
ing new fields of industry, and developing ricli and varied 
sources of wealth, which at no remote day will place Ala¬ 
bama foremost among her sister States, in the march of [»ro- 
gress and enterprise. That the State should continue to 
encourage and foster works of internal improvements, politi¬ 
cal economy and civilization alike advise. But to wtmt 
extent and in what mntmer a government like that of Ala¬ 
bama should aid or engage in such works, is one of the 
gravest and most delicate problems, which appeals to the 
wisdom of tlie legislator and the statesman ; anil its solution 
seems every day to become more and more involved in dilli- 
culty and uncertainty. That individual enterprise, and capi¬ 
tal, constitute the proper and loaitimat*?, and heat means to 
be employed in works of internal improvements, ex[)erieuce 
most signally proves. When men of business deal with, and 
manage their own affairs, vigilence, energy, economy, and 
care are more apt to distinguish their acts, than when they 
have the privilege, and opportunity ot sporting with the 
public treasury or the public credit. Tlie government of 
this State, has, however, adopted a railroad system, based 
upon her credit. How that system has worked, how it has 
been administered, and how far, and in what manner, the 
credit of the .State ha-s been involved from the inci|tiency of 
the system to this time, isa subject to which luow callyour 
especial and calm consideration. 

At the session of 1S6G-7, the Legislature enacted a law 
authorizing the Governor, under certain restrictions, to en¬ 
dorse the bonds of railroad companies to the amouut of twelve 
thousand dollars per mile. Tlie members composing that 
Legislature were actuated by a most sincere, and fervent de¬ 
sire to aid in achieving the development of the vast mineral 
wealth which swelled our great, but at that time inaccessible 
mountain regions. 

Tw'elve thousand dollars per mile, after mature considera¬ 
tion, was determineil upon as the amouut tor wliich the credit 
of the State could be securely and prudently pledged. It 
was calculated that the average cost of building a mile of 
railroad would and ought not to exceed twenty-four thousand 
dollars, and in order to secure a faithful and honest use of the 
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State credit, the company receiving it should contribute from 
other resources, one Imlf of that cost. Railroad men ap¬ 
proved the measure, and acknowledged its liberality and 
ampleriess. Before any benefit of this law, however, was 
claimed by the railroad companies of the State, another Leg¬ 
islature convened, wliicii enlarged that amount to sixteen 
tliousand dollars per mile; thus exhibiting an augmentation 
of the demand, on the part of railroad companies, by a spe¬ 
cies of a''ithmetica[ progression natural to corporations, 
reposing their hopes and speculutions on the liberality of the 
State. The wisilom and policy of this increase is no longer 
a useful subject of inquiry or comment. At the session of 
1SC9-70, the railroad system again underwent a revision, and 
again the railroad companies triumphed. It is not my pro¬ 
vince to inquire how that triumph was eflTected. Tlie gen¬ 
eral endorsement system was re-ena(;ted, an<i additional and 
special aid granted to four railroads of the State. Tlie en¬ 
dorsement of the bonds of the South and North railroad was 
increased to twenty-two thousand dollars per mile. The 
Mobile and Montgomery railroad became entitled to an ag¬ 
gregate endorsement of twenty-five hundred llmnsiind dol¬ 
lars. Tliree hundred thousand dollars, in addition'to the 
sixteen thousand ilullars jmr mile, whs loaned in the bunds 
of the State, to the. Montgomery and Kuiaufa road ; and two 
riiillion dollars in State bonds to the Alabama and Chatta¬ 
nooga Railroaii coinpany. To wliat extent bonds under the 
various statutes, have been endorsed ami issued by the State, 
it is impos.sihle to inlorrn you. Neither iu the Executive 
oHice, tiur in any other olHce of the government, can he found 
a record of the action of the Executive in this regard. 

I have no knowledge of tlie form of tlie bonds, except 
those of the Montgomery Mobile and the MonigomiTy & 
Enfaiilit railroads, and, unless from rumors or uiiollicial infor¬ 
mation, I cannot even suppose the number of bonds indorsed 
to any company, the time wfien and where payable, or 
whether imiorsed or issued according to law. 

This condition of matters of such vast moment to the in¬ 
terest of the»St«te, is to be deeply regretted, and I shall en¬ 
deavor to remedy it at the earliest practicable time. I have, 
however, reason to believe that the bonds of the two million 
loan to the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad, were issued on 
or about the second day of March, ib70. payable in gold, 
both principal and interest; but when said bonds were sold. 
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or how many of them have been sold, I have no information. 

By the severul statutes, it is provided that the companies 
entitled to and obtaining State aid, shall, in the case of in¬ 
dorsed bonds, “ deposit with the Auditor of tlie State ot Ala¬ 
bama, at least fifteen days before the interest becomes <iue, 
from time to time, upon said bonds, indorsed as aforesaid, an 
amount sufticient to pay such interest, including exchange 
and necessary commissions, or satisfactory evidence that said 
interest has been paid or provided for; and it said company 
fails to deposit said interest as aforesaid, or to furnish the evi¬ 
dence ns oforejwiid, it sluill be the duty of the Auditor to re¬ 
port that fact to the (Governor.” 

On the dlst day of December, I was first ofHciiilly notified 
of the default of any of the companies to pay iheir interest; 
but that m)ittere<] little, as the Auditor and myself had pre¬ 
viously ha<l a conversjition on the subject. I have discovered 
that the interest of the bonds of the various railroads is not 
jiayable at the same time. I find that part of them pay tlieir 
int«-rest in March and .September—others in April and Octo¬ 
ber. TheinUtrest due on the indorsed bonds of the AlHl)ama 
(& Chattanooga Railroad, and on the two million bonds loant'd 
that company, is payable on the first day of January and 
July, and at these res|H>ctive periods the ititerest on the three 
hundred thousand dollars loaned to the Montgomery 6c Ku- 
faiiln Railroad, is also payable. Mr. Owen, President ot the 
last mentioned company, deposited with our financial agents, 
Lelinian, Durr & Co., of the city of Montgomery, the tunds 
necessary to meet said interest, which they transmitted to 
Henry Clews & Co., financial agents of the State iti the city 
of New York, where the interest on said bonds was made 
payable. 

ALABAMA & CHATTAKOOQA RAILROAD. 

On the 24th of December last, a telegram reached me from 
New York, and signed “J. C. Stanton,*’ informing me, that 
he was making arrangements to meet the interest due from 
the Alahaiiju & Chattanooga Railroad Company. Tlii.>« intel¬ 
ligence was gratifying. Reports and rumors, however, soon 
followed, that that Company had failed to provide for the 
payment of its interest; whicli rumors were confirmed by a 
dispatch from Henry Clews & Co. 

I need not dwell on the deep regret with which I received 
and read this announcement. I had earnestly hoped and be¬ 
lieved that all the railroad companies would, by prudence and 
foresight, provide against so great a calamity, not only to 
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their own immediate interest, but to the railroad system of 
ti>e 8tate. 

Aliibaiua had indorsed, with a liberal hand, the bonds of 
the Alabtmia & Chattanooga Railroin] Company, and, as tlie 
principals in the contract, it devolved upon them, as a solemn 
duty, to save the indorser from the liability, as well us the 
financial disgrace, sure to attach to her name, by the default 
of a corporation she had, to a great extent, entrusted with hiir 
credit, and the development of her material wealth. I still 
continued to cherish an anxious hope that the interest would 
be paid, but I have hoped in vain ; and the interest due on tlie 
ind<irsed bunds of the Alabama Chattanooga Rjiilroad, as 
well as that duo on tlie two million bonds of the 8tat<>, luaiieil 
that rompuuy, stand to-day under protest in the financial 
world. 

In all this raatti’r, I have earnestly and calmly ennsidored 
the duty and tlie power of the Executive, under and by vir¬ 
tue of the several statutes perlaiiiiDg thereto; and, after con¬ 
templating the momentous question in all its bearings, I ar- 
riveil at the conclusion tliat the only course I Wouhl be justi¬ 
fied in pursuing, was to await your return, and ask your de¬ 
liberate action and co-operation. The statute seems to au¬ 
thorize and require me, in default of a railroad cuin[iany, to 
pay its interest, to take possession of the road, and hold and 
work the rowl, until the c<)m|>aiiy reimbursed the State lor 
any outlay to which she had been subjected, and to cause the 
sheritl's to take possession thereof, in the event the company 
failed to surrender it. This I believed impolitic and itnprae- 
ticable. First. I dt'emed it marvelously strange that a rom- 
]iany receiving such vast aid (Vom tlie State—not less than 
six tiiillions of dollars in her indorsed and the two million 
bunds loaned—a great portion of them within the last ten 
iiiunths, should tliiis fail to meet tlie comparatively small 
amuiiiit of accruing interest. 1 esteemed tliis failure as a sig¬ 
nificant iinlicution that the company either intended to play 
upon and involve the credit of the State, or could not raise 
the means necessary. The last alternative I could nut, and 
admit. My credulity, nor is yours, so acce.ssiblc and jiliant 
as to believe that a corporation of such magnitude and inter¬ 
ests as that of tiie Alacama & Chattanooga Railroad Com¬ 
pany, with millions ot investments, could nor cannot raise 
the sum of two or three hundred thousand dollars, in finan¬ 
cial circles, especially when so many other and irmucuse in¬ 
terests depend upon their promptitude and honesty. 
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To seize the road was simply an impossibility, if it had 
been expedient. 

The road extends throiiph four States. Commencing in 
Tennessee, it pusses through portions of tliat State, and por¬ 
tions of Georgia, Alabama, mid Mississippi, where it termin¬ 
ates; and it is well known that at Chattanooga is located the 
most valuable property of the road—its depots, its machine 
shops,—and there, too, La a few hours, may be coneetitrated 
all its rolling stock and other movable property. The sheriffs 
of Alabama were impotent to reiicli tiiis point in their olliciul 
or effective capacity. To have paid the interest, and to have 
seized the unfinished ]>art of the road in Alabama, wouhl have 
beeeti a positive aasumjition of great responsibilities and lia¬ 
bilities, witiioiit acquiring a single resource from the seizure 
to respond to them. To complete the road, I had no power ; 
to have undertaken to operate an intervening space, remote 
from the tenniiii, would have been ex|iensivK, without profit 
—even ridiculous. To have sold it, would have been grati¬ 
fying to the speculating, watchful and anxious cormorants, 
who are hovering over the prey. I could not act in this mat¬ 
ter without the co-operation, counsels, and acts of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Tiie wliole motter, it cannot be disguised, is surrounded 
witli the greatest dilHcutti<», and it will require the calmest 
and most earnest deliberation, on the part of both the legis¬ 
lative and executive departments of the government, to sne- 
cessfuliy encounter ami overcome them. I recommend a re¬ 
cognition of all our just, legal and honorable obligations. 
Ami, pursuant to the promptings of this principle, I e,imn- 
selled the State Treasurer to stop the payment of all other 
claims until he liad furnished our financial agent in Mont¬ 
gomery with the amount of money Hceessary to |)iiy the Hi- 
terest due on our bonds, payable in Europe and America. 
This he did. I refer to the payment of interest on our old 
indebtedness, incurred prior to the y»»r 1870. With regard 
to the liabilities of the State incurred on account of the Ala¬ 
bama Chattanooga Kuilroad Company, 1 frankly confess, I 
have encountered the greatest anxiety and embarrassment in 
every phase in which it has pieaented itself. 

From information, not at ail definite in its character. I sur¬ 
mise that the indorsed bonds of this com|>any amount to 
between four and five millions—which, added to the two mil- 
6 
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lion of State bonds, make an aggregate liability of the State 
for at least six millions of dollars, and upwards. The interest 
on the indorsed bonds is payable by the State in currency, 
the interest on the two million bonds in gold. Five hundred 
thousand dollars, must, tlierefore, be annually provided for 
by the State to pay this interest, if she recognizes the valid¬ 
ity of the debt and assumes its payment. This is the State’s 
liability for one railroad company alone. 

Unexpectedly, this embarrassment has befallen the State. 
Without expectation or warning, she is called upon to respond 
to this heavy indebtedness, and she is not prepared to meet 
it. Ignorant of the amounts charged against her in the com¬ 
mercial world, without a record of her liabilities in the ar¬ 
chives of her own government, she is suddenly placarded 
tliroughout Christendom, as recreant to her fame, and faithless 
to her pledges. 

Against this, I here, and in the name of Alabama, protest, 
and demand that the shame and odium shall be attributed to 
tliose who have gambled with or abused her credit. I have 
been urged to jtay the interest due on the bonds of the Ala¬ 
bama 4 Chattanooga Railroad Company, and positively re¬ 
fused, and shall continue to refu8<*, unless einp{»wered and re¬ 
quired by your legislation to do so. The treasury of the 
8tate is not in a condition to furnish the means, and I cannot, 
and <lo not recommend an increase of our already oppressive 
taxation to supply the faithlessness of this railroad corpora¬ 
tion. It is true, the State might issue bonds ad libitum to 
cover up the delinquencies and spoliations of speculators and 
financial gamblers ; but would that be fair, would it be honest 
or consonant with the fair dealings of the State i Will it not 
be better to mebt the issue at once, and ignore every party 
that has wantoned with and sought to humiliate her credit 
and name 1 I have said that there is no record of the State 
liabilities in behalf of this company; neither can be found 
any of the securities n’quired by law to be given to the State 
by that company. What has become of them, or whether 
they were executed, delivered, and placed on the file in any 
of the offices of the government, I am unable to inform you. 

I, therefore, recommend that a joint committee of the 
two House of the General Assembly be raised, with proper 
and iiecessary powers to enquire into this, before any final 
action is taken thereon. I do not desire the State of Ala¬ 
bama to manifest even a reluctance to meet her just aud bon- 
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est liabilities ; but I do insist upon her riglit and her duty, 
both to herself and those who claim to be her creditors, to 
institute this investigation before she pledges her future. 
There is one course whiclj can bo adopteu with safety and 
justice alike to the State ami bomlliolder; tliat is, the enact¬ 
ment of a law providing for tlie transfer to the holders of the 
indorsed and the two million bunds, all the rights, lieus, se¬ 
curities, mortgiigKS, asseU, and property secured by statute, 
or in any other way, vested in the State of Alabama, by this 
road, and to (mss such laws as will enable said bondholders 
to prosecute the rights to which they are subrogated, uniler 
such transfer,—provided they will release the State of Ala¬ 
bama from all liability on said bonds. 

These bonds are in the hands, no doubt, of the original 
purchasers, cognizant of all the facts connected with their 
origin. The State is only liable for sixteen thousand dollars 
per mile, and it is acknowledged that a first class road costs 
twenty-five oi thirty thousand dollars per mile for its construc¬ 
tion. Tlie State will, therefore, be conveying to the creditors 
of tfie Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company securities 
equal to double the amount of tlie Suite’s liabilities. This 
is practicable by the ap|)ointmeiit of a trustee, authorized hy 
the bumlholders to act in the premised This would be just 
to the creditors and honorable to the State. All this I sub¬ 
mit to your consideration. Tliere is, however, a very great 
and significant difference between the indorsed bonds of the 
Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company and what is 
known as the two million bonds. The latter are a direct and 
primary obligation of the State. The State is principal, and 
alone known and liable on the bond. An innocent holder, 
in contemplation of the law, is not presumed to know the 
consiileration nor the paities to the original contract. To this 
fact I feel it my duty to call your attention. With these 
statements, views and suggestions, I commit this great and 
important question to your wisdom and conclusions. While 
the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company has failed to 
fulfill their pledges and obligations to the State and their im¬ 
mediate creditors, I may be permitteil to say that their enter¬ 
prise is one of great interest and pleasure to the State, and 
the work, up to this time, conducted with skill and energy, 
though their financial transactions have been wanting in pru¬ 
dence and economy, and their designs upon the State repre¬ 
hensible. 
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COKDCCT OP OTHER ROADS. 

So fnr ns my knowledge extends, I am convinced that the 

other railroad companies, who are benficiaries of the indorse¬ 
ment system, are earnest and honest in their purposes, and I 
earnestly recommend that the General Assembly will enact 
such laws as will encourage and promote onr railroad system, 
and 8«!cure a faithful performance on the part of the compa¬ 
nies, and to the State a remedy in the event of her incurriiijr 
liabilities. ® 

Alabama is rich in all the elements of material wealth, and 
wlierever she can extend her credit to develop it, without 
imperiling her honor, it will redc^und to her interest to do so. 
But I recommend that, in all your legislation, look to the 
honesty of the parties with whom the State contracts. 

REFUSAL TO INDORSE GOLD BONDS. 

Under the various indorsement laws, the Governor, in di¬ 
rect terms, is not restricted as to the character of the bonds 
which he may indorse—whether they are payable in gold or 
lawful currency of the United States ; but, believing that the 
legislature which passed the law intended to pledge the 
credit of tlie State to payment in the money she realized 
from her taxes, I have refused to sign bonds myable in gold 
and in “gold coin.” ° 

FINANCES AND ADMINISTRATION OF SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

From the reports of Auditor and Treasurer, heretofore 
placed before you, your will ascertain the condition of the 
finances of the State. Our income from taxes and other 
sources apivears to be greater than the necessities of tlie gfiv- 
ernment require, aud, therefore, the reduction of the tuxes 
addresses itself to your consideration. The tax on both per¬ 
sonal and real property, in my opinion, can be safely changed 
from 75 cents on the 8100 to 60 cents ; indeed, I think there 
will be little risk in reducing it to 50 cents. Our expendi¬ 
tures are susceptible of diminution, without obstructing or 
impairing the operations of the government. Wherever I 
have the power to do so, I will introduce economy into every 
office and every department I herewith submit for your in¬ 
formation and examination a report furnished by Messrs. Bug- 
bee, Stow and Hatchett, commissioners appointed by Gover-

nor Smith to examine into the affairs, &c., of the oflicea of 
Superioteniient of Public Instruction, Auditor and TreaBurer. 
With the odioes of Auditor and Treasurer and their opera¬ 
tions, the commissioners express satisfaction. With regard 
to the udice of SiiperintenJent of Public Instruction, tliey 
report not only an unsatisfactory, but a most shameful and 
ropreheusible state of things. The facts set forth by the 
conimissioners are surely a stern condemnation of the man¬ 
agement of our educational system during the past year. 
The present riuperinteiident, it is to be hoped, will be able 
to rescue the system from its degradation, and establish it on 
a basis wliich will secure to it the support and affections of 
the people. Tlie fund provided for the maintenance of our 
public schools is exceedingly libera], I may say ample, if its 
adiiiinistratiun is judicious and faithful. Education is the 
strength and glory of a State; and I trust to see the day 
when every class of citizens of Alabama will enjoy its bene¬ 
fits and blessings, flow much nobler to prevent crime by 
the power and iiifiueDce of the school house, than to punish 
it in jail and penitentiary. 

PROTECTION OP THE BALLOT BOX. 

1 need not say that there is nothing so much calculated to 
agitate and disturb the popular mind, or to interrupt our do¬ 
mestic quiet, as the politicai contests occurring so often un¬ 
der our republican form of government. I, therefore, earn¬ 
estly recommend a revision of all laws regulating eleotiuns, 
in order to protect, with exactness, the political rights and 
privileges ot every citizen, and secure, at the ballot box, a 
full and fair ascertainment of popular opinion. Fraud in 
voting should be guarded against in every practicable and 
])Ossible way, and 1 think our laws are defective in this re¬ 
gard. No challenge at the polls is permitted—in fact, it is, 
in direct terms, prohibited. Age nor citizenship can be 
asked ; the minor and the alien can cast his vote, and no one 
dare protest. In addition to this, the voter is not restrained 
to voting in the precinct where he lives and is known These 
two defects, taken together, are dangerous in the highest 
degree to the purity of elections, avenues of fraud and cor¬ 
ruption, instead of subserving the dignity ami liberties of re- 
public.an government. Under the present statutes, fraudu¬ 
lent voting may be punished; but who will prosecute the ol- 



fender? By such a remedy, personal animosity may be grat¬ 
ified and party disappointment avenged,—yet the result of 
the election remains unchanged. Illegal voting must be pre¬ 
vented, not merely punished, if fair elections would be se¬ 
cured. I, therefore, recommend that the privilege of chal¬ 
lenging the voter be restored, and, also, that every citizen 
shall vote only in the prccitict of hia residence. In this rec¬ 
ommendation I am only actuated l)y a sincere desire to have 
the purity of the ballot box, tlie great palladium of American 
liberties, protected. I also recommend the enactment of 
such laws as will aflord an easy, ready and inexpensive contest 
to every candidate for office. This is due to tiie citizen, and 
indispensable to justice and the public weal. 

COlTiTY SOLICITORSnJP AXD ITS INEKFICIENCT. 

The enforcement of our criminal laws is a subject of 
almost universal complaint among the people, and justly so. 
Tliere are many causes to which may be assigned the impu¬ 
nity with which the criminal laws of the State are violated, 
but observation and experience have convinced me that the 
chief source of this evil is to be found in the inefficiency of 
our present system of County Solicitorsbip. The office of 
County Solicitor is neither in its dignity nor its fees calcu¬ 
lated to secure professional ability, nor an energetic discharge 
of duty. In addition to this the County Solicitor is too often 
subjected to the appreh^sions and intimidation which local 
desperodoes exercise over coininunities. 

And I therefore recommend the enactment of laws consist¬ 
ent with the Constitution, which will restore the old system 
of Circuit Solicitors. Crime must be punished, and 1 know 
of no more effective mode by which this desinible object can 
be accomplished than by Solicitors free from the restraining 
influence of local or personal prejudice. 

There are other subjects that I deem of interest and impor¬ 
tance, to which I will take the liberty of calling your 
attention and consideration at an eurlv day.

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BKPORT OF COUMISSIONEIU. 

To His Excellency R. B. Lixdsay, 

Governor of Alabama: 

The undersigned, having been appointed by your prede¬ 
cessor, Governor Sraitli, coiiimissiuners to examine into und 
report upon the affairs in the offices of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Auditor and Treasurer of State, herewith 
beg leave to submit their report of the same. 

We entered upon the duties assigned us just ns the Lr-^is* 
lature convened, and had made but little progress in examining 
the office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction when 
the former Superintendent was succeeded by the present head 
of that department. 

Tliis change necessarily delayed us in the performance of 
our duties, but the greatest difficulty we have had to contend 
witli in that office has arisen from the fact that we found no 
books jiroperly kept, from wliicb to draw information, but 
had to rely almost entirely on memoranda and verbal explana¬ 
tions furnished by the Superintendent and his clerks. 

On this account the examination has been tedious and 
unsatisfactory to ourselves, owing in gre^t part to the want of 
any organized system of keeping the books in this office, and 
to the furtlier fact tliut what books are in it had not been 
posted during the whole scholastic year. 

Kotwitlistsnding these difficulties, we believe we have 
succeeded in ascertaining how the affairs have been conducted 
and stood on the Ist October last. 

We think that the amounts certified by the Superintendent 
to the Auditor to be due the various County Superintendents 
were in the main correct, though we find tliat the report from 
one county is now very much defaced by erasures, which the 
Superintendent and his clerks assure us has been done since 
the same was examined and certified by him, and by some 
one to them unknown. 

This report, as presented to the .Superictendent, showed 
that schools were taught in certain townships, and furnished 
the names of the teachers; now the names of the teachers 
are erased, though the sum of $343 has been drawn by the 
County Superintendent to pay them, and when no schools 
were taught in those townships. 

In two other counties we find that without any detailed 
report from the County Superintendents as to whether any 
schools were actually taught, or if taught, by whom, but 



upon a m«re estimate or statement of the Superintendents, 
they have received certificates and been allowed to draw the 
anmuntsol their estimates/rom the treasury. 

This the Su{>er}oteiideut claims to be in accordance with 
law; we, however, differ in opinion with him. but as it is not 
our province to decide questions ol law, we merely call 
attention to the (act, and will specify the cases if it is desired. 

In regard to the payments made for schools cLiriied to 
have been taught during the years ISOG, 1SG7 and 1806, 
uiidPT acts of the Legislature approved February til, 1870, 
and February 2‘,i, 1870, we find that the sinn of $499 :d9-IOO 
was paid to the county of Elmore for the year 1807, althouKh 
tlie books 111 tbe office sliow that not one dollar was due that 
county, as the whole apportionment had been previously paid 
to a former County Superintendent. 

It is but justice to Dr. Cloud, however, to say that before 
paying thin amount be had tlie opinion of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral tliut sucli payment was legal, if >‘a/ree public school" had 
been taught in tlie county, the teaclierol wiiicli hud not been 
paid. Hut we fiml nothing to show that this amount was 
due or claimed by one who hail taught a “/rcc public school." 
And, indee<i, we find no evidence in the olfice that any "free 
jniblic Fchoois” were taught in any of the counties to which 
the amount of the appropriations under the two acts referred 
to were app«)rtioned, and for which certificates were ksued 
by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, ami upon which 
the County Superintendents have been paid nearly $-225 000 • 
nor 18 there any evidence in the office that one dollar of this 
large suni was due to or even claimed by teachers for their 
services during the years of 1806, 1867, or 1803. 

Up to the present time over $235,000 has been drawn out 
of the State Treasury by County Su]ierinteiideiit8, under 
these acts of the la-gislature, of which only about $10 000 
has been accounted tor. This sliows that there is yet in tho 
hands of the County Superintendents over $225,000 of tho 
people’s money, which, we think, to use the mildest term, 
has been paid out without duo regard to the interest of tho 
State. 

We have carefully examined and compared the hooka of 
the Auditor with those of the Treasurer, and found them to 
agree, with the exception of a few dollars, mere clerical 
errors, which of course we hud corrected. 

The Auditor had made out his report to the Governor 
before we did this, and we find that hia printed report differs 
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from the books as corrected by ua, $53. This, we presume, 
18 a clerical error, and arises from the fact that his books were 
not, and indeed are not yet, posted and balanced. This is 
the only cause of complaint we find in the Auditor’s office, 
and this may arise from a want of sufficient clerical force. 

We find that the Auditor has been very particular to obtain 
the opinion of the Attorney (jeneral as to his issuing warrants 
on the Trea.siircr, in all doubtful cases, and we believe ho has 
endeavored to guard the interests of the State. 

We desire to call attention to the large amounts paid out 
under the head of “Temjwrary Clerks,” particularly in the 
offices of the Refwrter and Clerk of the vSupreme Court. 
This lias been done iintler section 73 of the Revised Code, but 
we do not think that either the Reporter or the Clerk of the 
feupreme Court is the “head of a department,” and we cannot 
think such amounts were paid out legally. 

We al“o notice that the Secretary of State hima«’lf was 
paid for extra work in his own office. 

In (he office of the State Treasurer we found the books 
well kept, duly posted up to date, and the balance of cash 
oil hand agreeing exactly with the books. 

All of which is re8|»ectfu)ly submitted.

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and House of Representatives : 

For your information, I transmit a report received nt this 
Department from the Hon. Joseph Hodgson. Huperinteudent 
of Public Instruction. 

The report was made at my reipiest, communicated to tho 
Suj>erintendent on the IHth day of January lust, and the 
promptness with wliich he complied, ua well as the labor and 
ability he displays in the work, are worthy of the highest 
cominendution. 

Energy, honesty and capacity in the administration of our 
system of education, are all the agencies now needed to se¬ 
cure its ultimate success. 

It is unnecessary for me to direct your special attention to 
any particular fact or suggestion embraced in this report, yet 
I feel it to be my solemn duty to urge upon your earnest con¬ 
sideration the condition of the University. The University 
of Alabama has always been cherished with pride and oflec- 
tion by the people, and at all times enc«>uragud and promoted 
by necessary and liberal appropriations. It is, therefore, a 
melancholy reflection—* subject, I might say, of sorrow and 
regret—to be informed by the President, the Hon. William 
11, Smith, in his communication to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, that " the catalogue of Cadets now reached 
the nieapre number of twenty-oney and that there is not much 
probability of an increase under present auspices" 

Tho distinguished and learned President—himself a literary 
offspring of the Institution—I am convinced, has not thus 
expressed his solicitude and apprehensions, without justifying 
reasons.

THE JCDICIART COMMITTEE, 

To which was referred the “ Eng:rosn6il Bill from the House 
of Representatives,” to be entitled an act to prescribe and 
enforce the terms upon which Expreas (iimpantes, not inoor- 
porated by, or under the laws of this State, may do business 
in this State ; fiave, according to order, had the siime under 
consideration, and instruct me to report ailversely thereto, 
and nsk the concurreuce of the Senate, which I am ready to 
do, when the Senate is ready to receive the some, for tflo 
reasons following, that is to sav : 

‘‘Section 1” of tlie bill reads as follows, to-wit: “Bo it 
enacted by the (Jeneral Assembly of Alabama, That no Ex¬ 
press ootnpnny not incorporated by tlie laws of this State, 
shiill hereafter carry on its business, or any of its biisiupss, 
within this State, without previously obtaining a license for 
that purjKise from the Auditor of this State, to contiuiioone 
(1) year from the date of tlie same ; and no suoii license shall 
be i»Biu*d until such company shall produce to the Auditw, 
evidence that shall satisty him that such company has paid 
all the taxes which the “Act entitled an act to establish reve¬ 
nue laws (or the State of Alabama.” approved Dceemlier Ul, 
19t>S, imposed, or purp4>rted to impose upon Express com¬ 
panies. their gross receipts, business, or property, and aball 
also give bond, payable to the Auditor, in such sum as he 
may prescribe, with good security, to be a(>pruvod by him, 
conditioned, that such company will pay, without litigation, 
all such ta.xes as the above mentioned revenue act imposes, or 
purports to impose, or any ameudment of, or substitute for 
12 
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said act, imposes, or purports to impose upon Express com¬ 
panies, tlieir receipts, business or property. 

(1.) This section is in restraint of individuals “of such 
company,” composed as well of citizens of Alabama, as of 
foreigners, and citizens of other States, (may be) denying 
them, by requiring them to give bond conditioned amongst 
other things, “ that such company will pay urilltout litigation 
all such taxes as the above revenue act imposes, &c.”—Re¬ 
vised Law of Alabama, 12 and 13. 

“ Tlie citizens of each State shall be entitled to all privi¬ 
leges and immunities of citizens in the several States.”—Ar¬ 
ticle 4, S 2, Constitution of the United States. 

(2.) The taxes unpaid by any Express company under reve¬ 
nue law of Alabama of December 31st, 1868, required to 
give bond to pay us required by section I of the above men¬ 
tioned bill, is contrary to sub-division 12 of section 12, and 
section 13 of said revenue act in this, that it exacts a higher 
tax of non-residents than of the citizens and residents of Ala¬ 
bama—“all taxes levied on property in this State, shall be 
apfilied in exact proportion to the value of such property.” 
“Article 9, §1» Constitution of Alabama.” 

■ Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. Tliat if any Express com¬ 
pany has heretofore failed or refused to pay all, or any part 
of the taxes, which the aforementioned revenue act imposes 
or purports to impose u|>on express companies, their receipts, 
business or property, and has, by instituting a suit or other¬ 
wise, hindered, delayeil, or obstructed the collection of said 
taxes, or any part thereof; and if. in opiKising or resisting 
such obstruction, delay, or hindrance, any citizen of this 
State, being an officer of this State, authorized to enforce, or 
supervise the enforcement of the revenue laws of this State, 
has been compelled to pay any sum of money which he would 
not have been compelled to pay if there never had been such 
obstruction, delay, or hindrance, then, in that case, such sum 
of money must be refunded to such citizen, by such company, 
before it obtains the license required by the first section of 
this act; and such company must also comply in all respects 
with 8tti<l section. 

(2.) This 2d section of the bill is null and void, and retro¬ 
active, nuconstitutional, impolitic, and retaliatory, and vindic¬ 
tive. If any citizen of Alabama, being a revenue officer, has 
been compelled to pay any sum of money,. $1,000, or any 
greater or less sum, as a fine for an alleged contempt of a 
court in which a suit may have been instituted, begun or 
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pending, in any court whatever in Alabama, betwixt said 
citizen and any express company—your committee think said 
company ought not to refund it, and said fine was not. a mat¬ 
ter in issue between the parties, or u matter material to the 
issue, or to the subject in controversy; and, moreover, your 
committee are of opinion it is unwise and inexpedient to leg¬ 
islate upon the subject. 

No /acto fate shall be passed.—9 Article, (1) Sub¬ 
division d, § 9. 

And section 3rd of the bill, which read.s: 

Sec. 3. lie it further enacted. That if any express com¬ 
pany, not incorporated by the laws of this State, shall violate 
any of the provisions of the first, or second sections of this 
act, by tliemRelves, or their agents, it shall for every such 
violation, forfeit and pay to the State of Alahumn, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, which may be recovered by suit in 
any of the circuit courts of this State, to be commenced by 
the Attorney-General thereof, in the name of the State of 
Alabama, against such express company: and it shall be tlio 
duty of all officers of this State, now authorized to issue pro¬ 
cess of attachment and garnishment, to issue such process, 
on th« application of the Attorney-General, without bond or 
affidavit; and such process may be levied upon any prope.rty 
of such express company, violating the pruvisious of this act, 
that may be found in any county in this Stat«J; and after the 
levy of such attachment, tlie proceedings in the court to 
which the same may be returnable, shall be the same as in 
other suits commeiuH’d by attachment in this State, except 
that the property levie<l on shall not be repleived, but shall 
remain in the custody of the ollicer, subject to the orrier or 
judgment of the court wherein such suit may be commenced.” 

Ill the above section 3d of this act a forfeiture or penalty 
of $10,000 is demanded against express companies not incor¬ 
porated in this State for violation of the provisions of section 
a. And as the Southern Express Company, against whom, 
it is apparent, tliis bill is sought to be enacted, are, as we are 
informed, citizens of Georgia or non-residents; and, in us 
much as said express company is taxed not as a cor[toration, 
but as a company, and are so treated by Alabama, and recog¬ 
nized as a coiiipuny, therefore, said section 3d, of said bill is 
^ repugnant to article IX, § 1, Constitution of Alabama; also, 

§ 8, ^ 1, Constitution of United States. Said express com¬ 
pany, by first section of this bill, is required to take out a 
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license to pay t-axes which are illpgal, nnd give borni not to 
litigate, but also be bound to pay an illegal asRossinent. 

“ Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That any and every peraon 
who, after the passage of this act, violates any of the provis¬ 
ions of the same, or does anything whatever in contravention 
of its provisions, shall be liable to indictment therefor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by fine not exceed¬ 
ing five thousand dollars, an<I imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not exceeding ten years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same.” 

This 4rli section is unconatitnMonal—1st, because there 
are more subjects than one contained in the bill; 2d, because 
there are combined both ciril and jtenal sanctions; yd. be- 
eituso the bill seeks to legislate on a judicial question, (Aft. 
Itl, Const. Ala.; Art. IV. § 2, Const. Ala.,) and to legislate 
on a subject, the fine of $1,000, which was rendered and de¬ 
creed and ordered by the District Court, Middle. District of 
Alabama, twelve months since—the question being purely a 
question of law, and only cognizable in the courts of law or 
equity ; and because action thereon by this body would be 
retroactive. 

To indulge in retaliatory legislation, would tend to provoke 
the State, whose citizens the express companies are, to tho 
same, or the like retaliation on the interests of this State. 

Have we not many enterjirfses of internal improvement, 
to-wit: railroads, fnp|»ing iiistiy points, penetrating and per¬ 
meating greater and less portions of the States of .Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Georgia ; are we not at least, if n<it more vul¬ 
nerable to the damaging efiects and consequences of the lex 
taUonis of these States, if we should by this measuro be bo 
thonghfless, yea, so rash, as to provoke their n aenfment. 

We beseech you to pardon your committee, if tiiey do ven¬ 
ture at this time to recommend caution to the Senate in tho 
adjustment of this subject, even the concurrence of the re¬ 
port. 

By the passage of this bill, we say to the indiviiluals of 
express companies—you shall not resort either to the courts 
of the State, nor of the Federal Government, to redress your 
real or imaginary wrongs; you must bind by bond of great 
penalty, and subject yourself to sore and long imprisonment, 
if you do not pay an illegal asse&smont, if you refuse to pa}^ 
a higher assessment than a citizen of Alabama.—.See Rev. 
Law of Ala., Dec. 31, 1808, §§ 12, 13. You say to non-resi- 
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dents that you shall not be entitled to all the privileges and 
immunities of citizens of the several States.—See Art. IV, 
§ 2, U. S. 

The members of tlje Southern Express Company, who are 
citizens of Georgia, have a right to resort to the Federal 
courts (U. S.) to litigate any question at the suit of Alabuinii, 
if they wish so to do | it is nut wrung or illegal. As be¬ 
tween tijesi' companies and Alnbuma, the District Court of 
the United States has jurisdictional questions which may arise 
out of this bill, as well as out of the revenue law of Ala¬ 
bama of December al, ISGS, to wliieJi the bill before the 
Senate has reference. “ Tlie judicial power of the United 
Statet shall extend to all cases in law and equity, arising un¬ 
der this Constitution, the laws of the United States, Xx.; 
to controversies between a State and tiie citizens of anutiier 
State, and between s State, or citizens thereof, and foreign 
StuU's, citizens or subjects."—See Art. Ill, 2 and 3, 
Const. U. S. 

The case of Wiley v. Parmer, decided at the June term. 
Sup. Court of Alabumu, 1848, (14 Ala. Kep., new series, G2S, 
<32b,) Justice Wm. P. Chilton, referring with approbation to 
Art. JV, § 2, Const. U. S., and shows the revenue law of 
Atabuina to be uiiconstitutiuiial, wbicli revenue law is sub¬ 
stantially the same us our nreiwnc law on the same subject; 
and he shows it to be void and inoperative, as against the 
Southern Express Co. Said law doubles the tuxes ot the com¬ 
pany, and disuriminutes against nun-rasiilents.—Subdivision 
11 of sections 12 and 13 Rev. Law of Ala., Pamphlet Acts, 
pp. iO, If ; see, also, section of the bill aforementioned, 
w'hieli requires—t.

MINORITY REl'ORT. 

The undersigned member of the Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate, begs respectfully to dissent from the majority re¬ 
port of the committee, aud to recommend the passage of the 
bill which has already passed the House, prescribing the 
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terms upon whifh express compnnies created by other States 
ebull be permitted to do business in this State. 

The conduct of the Southern Express Com[>uny in relation 
to the taxes which our own revenue law of December 3l8t, 
1868, purports to impose upon the gross receipts of all ex¬ 
press companies, clearly shows the necessity for such a law 
as that whicli is proposed by the House bill above mentioned. 

That company is a corporation created by an act of the 
legislature of Georgia. For several years it has enjoyed the 
comity of our State, and the protection of our laws. Its 
business within our limits has been large and profitable. Its 
ability to pay its taxes, its strength and wealth, are facts not 
open to controversy. Yet, instead of paying its taxes men¬ 
tioned in our own revenue laws, its requital for the comity 
and protection, favor and prosperity it has enjoyed in our 
State, consists', at least in part, in dragging our revenue offi¬ 
cers into iitiguiiun in theU. S. courts, procuring one of them 
to be fined and imprisoned, and subjeuting our State to great 
expense by this litigation. 

When a powerful c.orporution, created by another State, 
witliuiit any right to do any business liere except by our com¬ 
ity, thus abuses that comity and makes this hnrsli and inju¬ 
rious use of tlie power which its prosperitv^ias secured to it, 
duty to our own tax-paying citizens and corporations, to our 
faithful revenue officers, and to our State, demands that we 
should passu law which will prevent the possible recurrence 
of any such evil; and that in framing such a law, we should, 
to the extent of our ability, require “ indemnity for the past, 
and security for the future.” 

The failure to ^ass such a law, is practically, an invitation 
to the Southern Express Company to continue in tlie future 
its conduct of the past, and to all other corporations created 
by other States, to come into Alabama and do here as the 
Southern Express Company has done, in relation to taxes 
which our revenue laws purport to impose. 

The liabilities of Alabama are great. Tlie people Iiave 
been impoverished by the adversities of the lust decade, yet 
they remain honest, and are resolved to maintain the dignity 
and credit of the State. In their pover.y, they faithfully pay 
the taxes imposed upon them, ana do not cause the means of 
the State to be wasted in litigation about their tuxes. They 
are not willing, and never will consent that corporations of 
Other States should gather iq Alabama, without ever having 
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sewed here, should swell their gains and profits within our 
limits, without paying in full that portion of the public 
burthens imposed upon them by the General Assembly. 

If foreign corporations do not like our revenue laws, let 
them keep out of our limits. I.**t them not come here and 
attempt to force our Legislature to mould our revenue laws 
to suit their whims, convenience or interests. 

The passage of the bill under consideration does not take 
away from any foreign corporation anything except its exist¬ 
ing right to abuse our comity and injure our officers and State 
with impunity ; that right should have beun taken away long 
ago. If that hud been done, the vexation and expense to 
which the State and its revenue officers have been subjected 
by the Southern Express Company, would not have occurred. 

Of course, that company and its stockholders think the bill 
under consideration very objectionable. They will under¬ 
stand that if it becomes a law, it strips them of power to 
misbehave in this State with impunity, and of even a pretext 
for not paying their taxes. It may safely be assumed that 
any bill upon the subject to which they do not object, is 
worthless to the State or jHtople. The number of objections, 
and earnestness of their opposition to the proposed bill arc 
persuasive of its efficieucy. 

That company is undoubtedly able to make indemnity for 
its own future. If it will not do so, let it go home. The 
people cau survive its absence, and other companies will suc- 
ceea it. 

If it is willing to make indemnity for its own past, and give 
security lor its own future, then it cannot object to this bill. 
Nothing beyond that is required; the company, if willing, 
can easily comply with this bill. Let it do this, and it is wel¬ 
come to remain and continue its busiuess. Its power jor 
evil is all tlie bill strikes at. 

The authority of the General Assembly to pass the bill is 
fully settled by the Supreme Court of tlie United States, in 
the cases of Paul v. Virginia, 8 Wallace’s Iteports; Thomi>- 
son v. Pacific Railroad, 9 Wallace’s Reports. 

The bill is a general one. True; the conduct of one com¬ 
pany only brought about the necessity for the general law; 
still the bill does not stop by requiring of this company only 
indemnity for its own past, and security for its own future. 
It requires the same of all express companies created by other 
States who carry on their business in Alabama. A general 
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law should have passed j’ears ago, and doubtless would, if 
such corporations had exliibite<l lormerly their gri'at power 
for evil as iiimreasively as has been <loiie lately. Many of the 
best guiicrul laws tihw existing owe their existence to some 
single striking event which demonstrated their necessity. 
The evil conduct of a single individual has iieretufore shown, 
and Jiiay heroafler require, the necessity for a general law.

KEPOET OP A JOIKT COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Jones, from the joint committee to visit the peniten¬ 
tiary, to whom was referred that part of the Governor’s mes¬ 
sage relating to the penitentiary, submitted tho following re¬ 
port : 

To the Senate and House of 'B.fprestntativct 

of the State of Alabama: 

Your joint committee to which was referred that portion 
of the Governor’s message relating to the State Penitentiary, 
respectfully submit tlie following report: 

We have visited the penitentiary, and find that the work¬ 
shops, hospital and the rooting of the main building are in a 
decaying condition, and unless the necessary repairs are made 
at an early day. the damage will become serious. 

We find the machinery out of repair, and in a damaging 
condition. 
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There are but few convicts at the prison, not enough to 
keep the machinery in repair and in place, or the yards aud 
buildings properly cleansed and cared for. The most of tlie 
convicts are being worked on the line of the South & North 
Alabama Railroad, aud the inspectors have informed ns that 
they are well fed and properly cared for, as will be seen by 
the rejwrt of the said inspectors. 

We also find that about twenty-five are being worked upon 
plantations, and twenty at a steam mill. 

Your committee fin<i that ou the 6th day of June, 1S66, 
R, M. Patton, the then Governor of the State, leased to 
Thomas C. Smith and Isaac A. McMillon “ the penitentiary 
and all the appurtenances thereto belonging, including ina- 
cliiiiery, implements and tools of every description and kind 
used in and about the said penitentiary, together with all tlie 
personal property belonging to and employed in and about 
the said penitentiary,” to have and to hold said buildings, &c., 
for the term of six years, for and in consideration of Jice dol¬ 
lars. Accompanying said lease is a bond, which it would be 
well to have renewed or indorsed by the present claimants of 
the lease. 

We also find that at the time the penitentiary was leased 
to the above named parties J^ren thousand dollars was loaned 
them by the Governor, the interest to be paid annually, and 
the principal on the expiration of the lease. We fin<l fnrtlier, 
that the iuspectors for the year 1S06, viz : Thomas Williams, 
J. L. Pogue and C. M. Cabot, alloweit eir/ht thousand four hun¬ 
dred and fifty-six 61-100 dollars for repairs, in accordance 
with an act of the I.,egiHlature, approved February 19, 1S67, 
which, Mr. Williams cTairas, is to be dialucted from the fifteen 
thousand dollars oti the expiration of the lease, in June, 
when the remainder is to be paid back to the State. 

We find that there was turned over by the State to Smith 
and McMillou material and miichinery for mainifacturing 
purpost's to tlie amount of nineteen thousand six hundred and 
sixty-eight 27-100 dollars. 

Your committee further find that in the spring of ISGS, 
Isaac A McMillon sold his interest iu the lease to William 
Smith; that in January, 1870, T. C. and William Smith and 
associates, B. Boyle, R. D. Ware, E. C. Hannon and Henry 
M. Caldwell, sold the lease to Samuel Tate and associates, 
g Campbell Wallace, W. B. Greenlaw, M: B. Pritchard, J. W. 

• Sloes and M. J. Wicks, and that in January, 1871, Samuel 



Tate and associates sold out the labor lease to J. F. B. Jack- 
son, who is DOW working the convieta on the S<)uth & North 
Alabama Railroad, and claims to be Deputy Warden. 

From the evidence before your committee, we are of the 
opinion that tliere is no legal lessee of the penitentiary of 
the State at this time. Smith and McMillon having removed 
from the State of Alabama. 

We, therefore, recommend that action be taken, either by 
the executive or the legislature, to secure the buildings, 
property, materials, machinery, &c., aud also to secure to the 
State the faithful compliance of the bond of Smithy and 11^ 
Millon, and also to secure the payment of the ($lo,000) fif¬ 
teen thousaud dollars loaned to the lessees by Gov. R. M. 

, . ., I. 

We would further suggest to the General Assembly, that 
the act of working the couvicts upon farms is not authorized 
by law, and we would suggest that it is the opinion of the 
committee that the whole present mode of management of 
the penitentiary may be, in a pecuniary point of view, bene¬ 
ficial to the State, but the objects of the State in creating 
such an institution for the punishment of crime and reforma¬ 
tion of criminals are set at naught under the present system 
and management of the penitentiary.

We find that the «»le was ordered by (Governor Smith, and 
due notice, according to law, was given ; that on tlie morn¬ 
ing of the sale there appeared a notice by rectuver (Col. M. 
1). Wickerslium) In the Mobile Daily Register that the sale 
was postponed until further orders. 

We find also that Mr. M. 1). Wickersham was duly ap¬ 
pointed receiver by Gov. Smith, but find that said receiver 
never qualified or made bonds, as required by law. 

We find that no one or more of the selecting agents as re¬ 
quired by law wae. appointed or present to act in conjunction 
with the said receiver in managing and directing the sale of 
the land. Hut we find that one George F. Harrington, with¬ 
out authority from the State, did conduct said sale, and insist 
that said sale proceed, against the protest of said receiver, 
who objected to making said sale on account of the preva¬ 
lence of yellow fever in the city of Mobile at the time, and 
on account of the notice postponing the sale, though the 
same liad been corrected by posters in the city. 

Kotwitlistanding this state of facts, we find that about 
seventy-four thousand acres of land ivere sold at the prices of 
from ten to ten and tliree-fourth cents per acre, much of it, 
therefore, at prices greatly less than tlie real value of said 
land, which is fully set out in exhibit “R,” attached to the 
within evidence herewith submitted. 

Your committee also find that James R. Powell, Peter For¬ 
ney, U. S. Jones and S. S. Houston were appointed selecting 
agents of said lands by Governor A. B. Moore in 1&60, who 
hav • not completed their work. 

They also find that no part of the purchase money for said 
lands has been paid, nor has said sale been confirmed by the 
Governor, and to so confirm the sale, would in our, ojiinion 
work great injustice to the State, and be in violation of the 
acts of Congress granting said lands to the State of Alabama, 
as the intent of said grant was to provide means by which 
such of said lands as were actually overflowed should be re¬ 
claimed and put in condition so that tlie same might be set¬ 
tled. 

In consideration of which (acts and circumstances of the 
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grant of said lands we would present the following joint reso- 
lutii u, and recouinieiKl its adoption.

Tlie Code of Alabama required the " Comptroller ” (now 
Auditor) to have those books made, and to keep them in his 
office, as connected with the revenue. 

These books remained in the office of the Comptroller until 
1803, when, by an act approved December 4, 1863, they 
were transferred to the State Land Department. 

When the State Land Department was abolished in 1S64, 
they were transferred to theoffice of Secretary of State, under 
an act approved December 12, 1864. 

Ever since that time, they have remained in the office of 
Secretary of State. 

They rightfully belong to the office of Auditor of State, who 
is the head of the Revenue Department, as the Secretary 
of State is not connected with the assessment or collection of 
the taxes. 

The bill only proposes to transfer the " Tract Books’’to 
their original and proper custodian. 

The bill to provide for completing the "Tract Books" 
proposes-^ 

First. To enable the Auditor of State to procure lists of 
the lands sold by the United Statics from time to time, so as 
to be able to perform the duty required by sections 484 and 
486 of the Revised Code of Alabama. At present there is 
no authority given to any one to proci re those lists, while it 
is the duty of tlie officer to enter the same upon the "Tract 
Books." The Code of 1852 authoiized the Governor to pro¬ 
cure those lists, but this provision was omitted in the Revised 
Code. Again, no lists of tho sales of public lands in Alabama 
have been furnished from the General Lund Office at Wash¬ 
ington City since Ist March, 1859, about twelve years. 

Secondly. The bill proposes to have " Tract Books ’’ made 
for the counties from which new counties have been formed, 
by which, so to speak, the old books have been " mutilated.” 

The bill to amend section 484 and 486 of the Revised 
Code, is intended to make the laws corre8|>otid after the trans¬ 
fer of the books to the " Auditor of State."
